Lake Okeechobee 
Fishing Quarrel 
Breaks Ovt Again 


After a nine month period of 
peace, feuding has again broke 
out between the State Game and 
Fresh Water Commission and 
the six special commercial fish- 
ing crews, which have been 
working on the year's survey 
of fishing and fish, life in big 
Lake Okeechobee. As afresult 
the permits of five of the crews 
have been suspended, and one 
other likely to be treated in the 
same manner, X 

This work was being conduc- 

ted on the plan that the Com- 
mercial fisherman could main- 
tain all fish netted by. the crews, 
except game fish; which could 
be sold to aid with their pay. 
On the other hand the state 
was permitted to keep as many 
game fish as they needed for 
their experiments and for pro- 
pogation purposes. Without no- 
tice, according to the Commis- 
sion, the fisherman struck, and 
objected to any game fish be- 
ing kept by the state observers, 
for any reason, as long as they 
themselves were not permitted 
to take and possess such game 
fish.

State Funds For 
Flood Control 


Widely Attended Meeting of 
RDB Committee 
Here 


Senator John Beacham, Rep- 
resentatives Elliott and Bollin- 
ger, Slick Kirchman, President 
and Ralph Blank, Mgr. respec- 
tively of the RDB, led approx- 
imately 50 persons to a meet- 
ing of th Flood Control Com- 
mittee of RDB, Tusday night, 
at the City Hall. 

The discussions were center- 
ed around the proposed activity 
of the coming legislature in 
providing funds for participa- 
tion by the State in the initial 
step of the $208,000,000 pro- 
gram for Florida, 

This initial step anticipates 

about $20,000,000 of which the 
State is pledged to furnish 
about $3,000,000 and anticipates 
diverting flood waters origina- 
ling north and west of the 
Glades, preventing flood wa- 
ters reaching the coastal com- 
munities and improving the 
run-off facilities from the Lake 
and the Glades. Some substan- 
tial works for creating thé con- 
servation or storage areas to 
the east and south of the 
Glades, are also included, 
It was pointed out by Lu- 
ther Jones, Chairman of the 
Committee, that reports. from 
Washington assure us that the 
Federal government will pro- 
vide its share of the money as 
fast as the Engineers can use it, 
and it only remains for “local 
interests"—the State of Flor- 
ida—to make available its 
share. 

The County legislative de- 
legation reported on its pro- 
Eress in rounding up members 
of the Senate and House and 
activities of the incumbent ad- 
ministration in Tallahassee, Ev- 
erybody is "fur" the plan, it

Five major footbal rule 
changes were adopted in the

eration of High School asso- 
ciations, 

They were: 

1—During à backward pass 
or fumble there will be no au- 
tomatic loss of the ball if a foul 
is called. 

2—If an ineligible receiver 
catches a pass behind or in the 
line of schrimmage there will be 
a five yard penalty, If he is hit 
by the ball but does not catch 
it there is no penalty. Previous- 
ly, there was a 15 yard penalty 
for either situation. 

3—A kickoff going out of 
bounds no longer will be re- 
called. Instead the ball will be 
awarded the defending team 
(A) where it goes out of bounds 
or (B) 10 yards behind the re- 
straining line, whichever is more 
advantageous. In most cases this 
would give the defending team 
the ball on its own 40 yard 
line. 

4—On a running play, the 
distance gained will be permit- 
ted prior to the calling of a foul 
The penalty wolud be measured 
from where the ball is de;'ared 
dead, 

5—If a foul is committed dur- 
ing a kick return the penalty 
normally wil be measured from 
the point where the return kick 
was madé, not from the point 
of the/original kick.
